Seal, 43, a retired Trans World 
Airways pilot, drug smuggler and 
informant, was to be the star wit- 
ness in the federal drug trial of 
Jorge Luis Ochoa Vasquez, who 
prosecutors say is the leader of 
the worid’s largest cocaine car- 
tel. Ochoa is in custody in Spain, 
fighting extradition to Miami.
